For, 
at the Building of the Tower of Babel, the 
Art and Myſtery of Maſonry was firlt intro- 
duced, and from thence handed down by 
Euclid, a worthy and excellent Mathemati- 
cian of the Egyptians, and he communicated 
it to Hiram, the Maſter-Maſon concerned 
in the Building of Solomon's Temple in Jeru- 
alem; where was an excellent and curious 
Maſon that was the chief under the Grand- 
Maſter Hiram, whoſe Name was Mannon

ward elected King of France; and from 
| thence was brought into England in the Time 
of King Atbelſtone, who ordered an Aſſembly
